MUCFH-CpTHE DISMAY of millions of 
fans around the world, news from the 
Evanescence camp has been thin on the 
ground over the past few years. It’s nearly 
been four years since their third album came out 
and three years since their last gig - a Wembley date 
in November 20 1 2. Last time K! spoke to Amy Lee, 
in October, she was working on the soundtrack to. 
the film War Story and loving her new job as a mum.. 
There was, however, no news about her band. 

It was slightly unexpected, then, that in February, 
Evanescence announced a live show in Japan, before 
later adding dates in Nashville, Dallas and LA. And 
it was even more unexpected when, out of the 
blue two weeks ago, a post on Evanescence.com 
announced that Terry Balsamo, their guitarist of 10 
years, was no longer in the line-up. 

“After two albums, countless adventures around 
the world and on the stage, Terry’s time with 
Evanescence has come to an end,” read the statement 
before introducing new member Jen Majura. 

But how did Jen wind up joining in the ranks? 

What happened to Terry? And what’s next for one of 
rock’s biggest bands?

It was an instant 
connection, finishing each other’s sentences and 
having a blast. We went to a guitar shop and Jen 
picks up an acoustic and we’re playing and singing 
together.And that opens a whole other thing up, 
she can sing! Having another female voice for the 
first time in the band - we have an option to have 
live backing vocals! It will be fun to be able to play 
around with when we get to rehearsals. We ’re all 
so excited, the guys are very, very excited. She’s not 
met them yet, but we’re talking via computers!” 

SO, JEN, DID YOU GET A CALL ONE DAY 
SAYING, WANT TO JOIN ONE OF THE 
BIGGEST BANDS ON THE PLANET?'? 

JEN: I was practising guitar at home and suddenly 
there popped up an email with an ‘ARE YOU 

INTERESTED?’ request, and I stopped breathing 
for three minutes. I could not breathe. I think 
my face probably turned like a Smurf for a 
m while! I told myself to be cool and not a fan 
girl, but it’s like, ‘Oh my god.’ The next day we 
* had a phone call and then, not even a week 
' after, I was on a plane to New York.” 


IN YOUR OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT, 
YOU DON'T EXPLAIN WHY TERRY'S 
LEAVING, AND HE'S NOT COMMENTED, 
EITHER... CAN YOU TELL US WHAT 
HAPPENED THERE? 

AMY: “It’s kind of personal on his end. The way 
I’d put it is: it doesn’t need to be a big thing. People 
change. Obviously, we’ve been through some of 
this before. Ninety-nine per cent of bands have. 
This isn’t our first, second or third album cycle, 
we’ve been doing this for years and Terry was a 
huge part of us for 1 0 years. We love Terry, and 
there are absolutely no hard feelings on either 
side. We had a conversation. He will always be a 
part of Evanescence. It wouldn’t have been the 
same without his involvement. But, you know, life 
happens. People grow.They change. They work in 
different places. We’re just in a new chapter now 


AMY, HOW DID YOU ACTUALLY GO 
ABOUT FINDING JEN? 

JEN: “Yeah! How (/augfis)!?” 

AMY: “I’d been talking to producers and 
musicians that I respect for a while, and I needed 
the perfect fit. I had a vision for the guitarist to 
be a woman. There’s this small circle of amazingly 
talented women who’ve broken through [in 
rock]. It’s such a boys’ club. It’s also kind of, like, 
a gimmick... like, ‘Cool, chicks with guitars!’ but 
it’s not about the playing! There are so many 
talented female musicians out there and if 
I have the opportunity, I want to lift one 
of them up. I was on a bit of a search for 
a while and then found one in Germany! 

Dave Eggar, who I did the soundtrack 
to War Story with, told me about Jen. 

They’d never met before but he’d seen

AMY: “It started with getting an offer to play a cool 
show in Japan. I don’t want to take anything in life 
for granted.We get these opportunities once in a 
while, and I never want to assume things are always 
going to come my way and I’m always going to have 
an offer to play in front of thousands of people in 
Japan. We got the offer and I was like, ‘Man, I gotta 
do it!’ especially since it was far enough away - we 
were looking at it in February - I was like, ‘It’ll have 
been long enough by then that I’ve had the baby, I’ll 
lose the weight, get myself back up there, pull the 
band together, get the gear together, practice and do 
it right.’ There just wasn’t a down side. It’s like, ‘Why 
wouldn’t I do it?’ But then, y’know, we’ve known that 
we were going to make a guitar player change for a 
while and I just started searching.”

NEW GRAVE SCENE. BUT THEY'RE SO MUCH MORE THAN THAT, TOO. JAMES 
McMAHON MEETS THE CULT YOU'RE DYING TO FALL IN LOVE WITH... 


L ondon is a strange place. It’s a pretty 

creepy one, too.This is, after all, the city that 
stands atop thousands upon thousands of 
dead bodies; a grim yet discreet memorial 
to those who lost their lives in the Great 
Plague of 1 665.Yet there are few places in the capital 
quite as strange, nor quite as creepy as Viktor Wynd’s 
Museum Of Curiosities. It is the perfect place to 
spend a morning with Creeper; the fast-rising punk 
noir cult who hail from Southampton, but, in truth, 
are destined to haunt shadows everywhere. 

Owned by the foppish and eccentric collector ^ 
ViktorWynd (probably not his real name), and * 
located on Hackney’s Mare Street, next to a 
Sainsbury’s (which only serves to highlight the 
ghoulish juxtaposition of neighbouring trade), the 
aforementioned museum is a treasure trove of the 
macabre. Dodo bones nestle with Victorian sex 
manuals; a quite frankly hideous ‘merman’, made from 
a monkey and an embalmed fish stitched together; 
dwells alongside a stuffed, smirking two-headed kitten. 
And there’s a jar of Russell Brand’s pubes. And Amy 
Winehouse’s poo. 

“Guys, I’ve just found Madonna’s underpants, 
says head creep and singer Will Gould, poking his 
head around the glass cabinet that houses a series of 
eternally inflated puffer fish. 

“Are they used?’’ asks the band’s PR, choking on 
her coffee, undoubtedly slightly horrified. 

“Hang on. . .” replies Will. 

In the basement of the museum, the band’s 
members gawp on at all they survey with a mixture 
of fascination and utter; abject horror 

“Yeah, I think they are,’’ says Will, re-emerging. 

The smile on his face blazes This Is My Kingdom’. 
And it’s a sovereignty that is growing all the while. 
Creeper; see, might just be the first truly great 
rock cult we’ve seen since My Chemical Romance 
shut up shop. 

“Let’s talk,’’ says Will, while taking a self e with the 
skeleton of a caged tiger 

Yes, let us do just that, we think, climbing up past 
the gold-plated pig’s snout, past the mummified rat, 
out of the museum and into the sunshine. . . 

Y ou might call Creeper a New Grave band, 
and yes, they are one of the leading lights in 
a scene that is currently raging unholy war 
on generic metalcore and Pri mark-model-cast pop- 
rock But make no mistake: they are not a band that 
operate within the confines of a tomb.This is a band 
with vision, with ambition, who want to be your 


favourite band. Impressively there are already many 
willing recipients. Sure, they’re a band currently filling 
the Barfly ratherthan Brixton, but we guarantee you 
that every soul who goes to see them is going not 
just for a fun night out, but to hear testimony. 

“Our fans are everything to our band,” says Will, 
firmly “Everything that they’re going through, we’ve 
been through. We see ourselves in them, as much 
as they see themselves in our music. And that's a 


big responsibility and not something I always feel 
qualified to deal with. We had an incident recently 
where someone was telling me they cut themselves 
and I really didn’t know what to do. I spoke to Kier 
[Kemp] from Fearless Vampire Killers to get some 
advice, and what I ended up doing was finding 
a charity that specialised in helping people who 
self-harm. I then replied saying, ‘You need to know 
that people love you, but if you want some help, you 
need to speak to these people,’ and referred them 
to the charity I don’t think we’ve got a responsibility 
to help people, mainly because we’re not qualified, 
but we certainly have a responsibility to listen, and 
I’m happy to be that first point of contact.” 

From their twitter handle (@creepercultuk),to 
their matching jackets and much-coveted Callous 


Heart back patches, to their new video for the 
sprawling romantic odyssey The Honeymoon Suite 
[see panel], the band’s members striding across the 
land like The Lost Boys became football hooligans, 
like all the best rock bands, Creeper are first and 
foremost a gang. And like those best bands, the art 
they produce is less a collection of songs than a 
world for their own type to inhabit and flourish. 

“We’re making what we do for people like us,” 
says guitarist Ian Miles. “Outsiders. And a lot of bands 
say they’re outsiders, but they’re not really.There’s 
other bands, and then there’s Creeper I mean, the 
first show I ever played, which I didn’t actually play I 
walked onstage, vomited and then walked off. . .” 

It should be noted that shortly before Ian left his 
job in a call centre, he was bollocked for decorating 
his work station with print-outs of the former 
children’s TV presenter Dave Benson Phillips. 

“I don’t know what I’d be doing if I wasn’t in this 
band,” says Will. “It’s the only thing I can do. And 
it is completely about trying to create a world. I 
honestly believe this band formed in my head when ■ 
I took a year away from everything after getting 
made redundant and went to Disneyland. I’m a 
theme park geek If I went on Mastermind, theme 
parks would be my specialist subject. But that’s what 
that guy did; he created a world, and that’s what 
we’re trying to do from the songs, to the videos, 
to the merch.That’s why everything is purple - 
that’s our colourThat’s why the videos all have 
interconnected stories. That’s why the merch looks 
the way it does. 

It’s hard not to love a band who cite Walt Disney 
as an influence when so many bands struggle to 
name someone that isn’t Linkin Park but if you’re 
not convinced, well leave you with Will to give it one 
last shot via his brilliant closing statement. 

“I think people are boned with laddy rock 
bands. Machismo and stupidity I don’t think there’s 
been a band since My Chemical Romance who’ve 
stood for people on the fringe, and that’s what we’re 
striving for I think when kids come to shows, they see 
themselves,They feel like they’ve come home.

AGAINST A TROUBLING BACKDROP OF CONTROVERSY, FIVE FINGER DEATH 
PUNCH STAND ON THE VERGE OF BECOMING SUPERSTARS WITH NEW ALBUM 
GOT YOUR SIX. BUT CAN THEY HANDLE THE PRESSURE, OR WILL THEY FALL APART? 


M etallica, Slipknot, Iron Maiden, 

Black Sabbath, My Chemical 
Romance, blink- 1 82, Limp Bizkit, 
Foo Fighters, Motorhead... The 
list of groups who have conquered 
London’s legendary Wembley Arena reads like a 
who’s who of the most seminal rock bands in the 
history of Planet Earth. 

And soon enough you’ll be able to etch the 
name Five Finger Death Punch into the side of that 
metaphorical trophy, because almost exactly one 
month before Christmas this year, the American 
juggernaut is storming the pond and taking the 
UK’s crown jewel venue with the force that has 
become their calling card in recent years. It’s a 
milestone imbued with an importance that is not, 
by any stretch of the imagination, lost on the Las 
Vegas quintet. 

“I mean, fuck\” begins frontman Ivan Moody, in 
typically erudite fashion. “That night is going to be 
insane. I still remember when we were playing in 
the Whisky a Go Go in LA to 50 people!” 

But even as the 10-legged war machine 
eagerly prepare for their most hotly 
anticipated gig on these shores to date - 
as well as the release of their new album, 

Got Your Six - they do so against the 
backdrop of controversy.The days 
following our interview with the 
band were filled with accusations 
of domestic abuse against Ivan 
(accusations representatives 
for the band claim have already 
been dismissed by police). 

Prior to that, Ivan and his 
bandmates were under the 
spotlight following an onstage 
bust-up in Memphis one May 


evening, which led many to believe the band 
to be over. 

“I went bonkers, for want of a better word,” 
explains Ivan, recalling the night he berated his 
band to the point they abandoned him onstage 
to mumble through a handful of Death Punch 
songs a capella. 

“But what people have to understand,” rallies 
the frontman, “is that me and my band spent 
1 0, I I months of the year on the road together. 
Sometimes things just spill over.That’s real; that’s the 
reality of things.The difference for us and everyone 
else out there is that for us it happens in public. But 
all those people saying we were going to break up? 
They couldn’t have been more wrong. Five Finger 
are here to stay.” 





"I WENT BONKERS. FOR 
WANT OF A BETTER WORD 


The centre of the row that day, and indeed the 
beating creative heart of the band in general, lies 
in the truly curious partnership Ivan shares with 
guitarist Zoltan Bathory.The received knowledge 
about the two? That Zoltan is the zen philosopher 
to Ivan’s chest-pounding lunatic. It’s a dynamic that 
both immediately recognise. 

“Ivan is like a child,” laughs Zoltan, with a 
Hungarian accent considerably thicker than you 
might expect given the two decades he has spent 
in the U.S..“He has to break every rule you give 
him. If you tell him to be at the airport at 6pm and 
the plane leaves at 6:30, he will show up at 7pm. 
Sometimes he’s like a social experiment to me, like 
‘What will this guy do next?”’ 

“He’s the Spockto my Kirk,” agrees Ivan. “His 
temperament is a lot different to mine. It’s a 
necessary evil, but it’s one of the first 
things I fell in love with about him. He’s 
the older brother I never wanted.” 

It’s out of this friendship that 
Got Your Six - military terminology 
for having someone’s back - came 
into life. 

“This band is everything to 
me,” explains Ivan. “The guys 
in this band are everything 
to me. I wanted to show 
them that, even with all 
the bust-ups - the public 
ones and the ones the 
world doesn’t ever 
see - that I’ve got 
their backs and we’re 
all prepared to step 
things up to the next 
level for one another.” 
Got your six, indeed.

We always laugh because he's always 
coming up with stuff but doesn't always 
have the access to the technology to

that specifically but it is a song 
about defiance and coming back 
stronger, which has definitely been 
something of a theme in my life, Tt’s 
the sort of song I can really see the 
pit getting into as well] " 


he question of exactly what kind of band 
Five Finger Death Punch are is, at times, a 
confusing one.To many, they remain little more 
than knuckle-headed purveyors of the derogatorily 
named ‘sports metal’ - the sort beloved by 
American jocks and people who like smashing cans 
of beer over their head. But while 5FDP might 
ostensibly seem like a Big Mac and fries in musical 
form, dig a little deeper into the band’s psyche and 
you might be surprised what you find. 

“I don’t agree that we’re simply a traditional heavy 
metal band, especially not on this new album,” notes 
Zoltan, keenly.“l grew up listening to bands like Accept 
- those European groups who have their influences in 
classical roots as opposed to lots of American metal, 
which is more blues based. Of course we have those 
groove parts, too, but I think if you actually listen to 
what’s going on with us, there’s a real mix of things.” 

Possibly even more surprising is hulking mainman 
Ivan’s penchant for nimble punk rock. 

“I’ve always been into things like Misfits, Operation 
Ivy, Pennywise,” he explains.“l dig Pantera,too, but I like 
pretty much any genre. . . with the exception of emo.” 

Ivan isn’t just paying lip service, either - there 
clearly is a punk rock spirit running through the seams 
of Got Your Six. Fourteen stripped-back, to-the-point 
numbers that get in, cause havoc, and get out again 
with no fuss and precious little time to catch breath. 

“We decided we weren’t going to fuck about this 
time,” grins lvan.“Don’t get me wrong, I like doing 
the ballad-y stuff and all those songs are very honest 
and from the heart. But we went into the studio this 
time and thought, ‘Let’s just get in there and throw 
down those real rock influences we have’ - and it was 
kind of an immaculate conception.There’s no guest 
appearances, nothing like that; just us five in a room 
doing what we do best. I listen to this record and love 
every second of it.” 

But if the music is not as quintessential^ redneck as 
it might seem from the outside, then surely the band 
accept that some other elements of their aesthetic 
are peculiarly American? Take, for example, their well- 
documented and outspoken support of U.S. troops. 

“Here’s the thing about that,” chimes Ivan in 
carefully considered tones.“lt’s not the politics that 
we’re into in those situations. We all know that all 
over the world politicians and corporations have a lot 
to say about how we live our lives. But we’re standing 


behind those people who go out and fight for those 
politics - whether we agree with them or not.Those 
are the people standing on the front line, sacrificing 
their lives all from the belief that something good will 
come from it. We don’t stand by who’s sitting in the 
seat of the presidency - we stand behind the men and 
women who die for us to have the right to at least 
vote. I don’t see that as a particularly controversial 
view, but I understand some people do.” 

“I think sometimes people think it’s Ivan who is 
the real pro-troops guy out of the two of us,” adds

Zoltan. “But I grew up in a military family. Most of my 
best friends are from the military. I’ve been around 
when people have been dying, when things have been 
really bad. Is it a stand we take to deliberately try and 
piss people off or be controversial? Absolutely not. 
Nothing could be further from the truth.” 

f course, whether you like their perceived 
politics and cacophonous riffstorms or 
resolutely do not, the reality of Five Finger 
Death Punch in 20 1 5 is that they are amongst the 
group of bands most likely to claim the hallowed 
festival headline slots of the future.To that end, while 
Wembley represents a serious landmark for the 
band, it is also simply a signpost of where they see 
themselves heading. 

“How big do I think this could get?” ponders Ivan 
when asked to consider the years ahead. “Wei I, we 
certainly didn’t come to lose, dude! We’re not planning 
on doing anything less than everything in our power. 
We want to be one of the biggest bands in the world. 
We want to be remembered.Any of those bands out 
there going,‘Oh well, /know, we maybe wanna be 



big but we’re really hardcore and we want to stick to 
our roots,’ are lying to themselves.They’re working in 
McDonald’s on the weekends.That isn’t us. Of course I 
believe we can step up to the biggest stages there are.” 

The upshot of that success for Ivan and Zoltan, 
though, is more eyes scrutinising their every move. 
The headlines surrounding Ivan’s recent domestic 
assault charges were numerous and varied. Many 
claimed Ivan to have been abusive towards his 
wife and mother of his child. Ivan denies not only 
these actions, but even of being both the woman in 
question’s husband and the child’s father. “We look 
forward to proving that there are no grounds for 
divorce in this case and that [the accuser] Ms Smith 
is not a credible source of information,” reads the 
statement from 5FDP’s management.“Nobody in Five 
Finger Death Punch condones domestic violence or 
abuse of any kind.The media attention is rife with false 
allegations and we hope that the media will start to 
follow the facts so that Ivan can move on.” 

As the band teeter on the edge of megastardom 
with Got Your Six, the worldwide perception of Ivan is 
something that is clearly on the frontman’s mind. 

“Having people watching me never used to worry 
me,” admits lvan.“But I’m certainly much more 
conscious of it now.There’s a lot of people relying and 
counting on me these days - my bandmates, my family. 
The whole world is looking and I can’t deny that. 

I’m learning how to contain myself and how to be a 
better person.” 

But for all the growing,for all the evolution, for all 
the troubles and tested brotherly love that recent 
times have seen, the most endearing thing about Five 
Finger Death Punch remains that they are here on 
their own terms and absolutely no-one else’s. 

“I don’t care how people perceive us,” restarts the 
singer. “What we do comes from the heart, whether 
they like it or not. We’re here so we can feel good 
about ourselves when we go to bed at night. We are 
out there playing what is in our hearts, nothing more, 
nothing less.” 

The only thing that can stop Five Finger Death 
Punch, then? Themselves.

a LET’S NOT dick around, we’ve been 
awfully worried about Lemmy in 
recent months. Cancelled festival 
appearances. Postponed tours - and 
cancellations and postponements are pretty much 
the most un-Motorhead thing a band can do. 

Then there’s the news that Lemmy, in light of his 
faltering health (heartbreakingly the hero of our 
tale now requires a walking stick), has switched 
from his beloved whiskey to vodka and orange 
(“I like orange juice better, Coca-Cola can fuck 
off,” he said recently). Christ on a Harley, things 
must be serious. 

Album 22 would suggest not. Even within all 
a 40-year career has produced, Bad Magic sits 
seamlessly into the Motorhead canon. This isn’t 
an album by a band that’s shutting up shop. 
Frankly, it’s as feral as anything the trio have ever 
committed to tape. OpenerVictory Or Die, 
featuring some guitar playing by Phil Campbell 


that sounds truly wounded, sees Lemmy rhyming 
‘ daughters’ with ‘ flying saucers' at a pace set by 
drummer Mikkey Dee at approximately I OOmph. 
This is the Motorhead you’ve always known and 
always loved. 

He’s often balked at the term, but The Devil - 
featuring Brian May on guitar, the Queen guitarist 
seemingly have an absolute ball - lays down some 
seriously heavy Heavy Metal, forging a verse riff 
and a chorus refrain that battle it out across the 
song’s smoldering wreckage like Godzilla and 
Mothra going at it hammer and tongs.Then Evil 
Eye, which we’d happily bet a couple of quid on 
Lemmy having checked Google to see if he’d ever 
written a song named thus before, is one of those 
deeply sinister rock songs that used to scare the 
bejesus out of parents back when rock was truly 
outlaw music. 

If Lemmy is feeling his years, he’s not letting on 
- except on the remarkable album centrepiece 


Till The End, which may well be the most 
autobiographical song the man has ever written, 
‘/n my years my life has changed, he cries. 7 can’t 
turn back the time’, he wails. It’s a heartbreaking 
moment. ’All I know is who I am, I’ll never let you 
down’, he subsequently croons. ’Your memories 
are yours alone, they’re yours until your dust 
and bone’. If it’s an epitaph, it’s a perfect one. But 
it still feels like an insurance policy.The sort of 
hedge-betting any 69-year-old artist might pen for 
their most recent album. 

Because every other song here sounds stinking 
drunk on the very essence of life.AII sound like 
acts of defiance in the looming face of mortality. 
Cancel the sleepless nights, Bad Magic is proof 
that Motorhead remain the greatest rock’n’roll 
band on God’s scorched Earth.

But it was the follow 
up, Harmony No Harmony, that made - and 
destroyed - the band. Filled with incredible 
songs like Plan B and To Whom It May 
Concern, and propelled by the energy of 
a rocket, it was an instant classic. Sadly, 
less than six months later, the band were 
done, citing personal differences.Ten years 
on, with a reissue now out, Frank talks us 
through it all... 

YOU GOT A NEW GUITARIST - TOM 
FOWLER - BEFORE YOU WENT INTO

FRANKTURNER (VOCALS ): “It was 
definitely quite a different band without 
Cam, but we were equal partners in Million 
Dead, creatively, and we were just really 
enthused to be making new music.

- so, if you’re going to run into 36 
Crazyfists having a post-show beer, 
that’s where it’ll be! When the power 
went at the Academy, Bring Me 
The Horizon played an acoustic 
set from the roof of The Hatchet, 
which was amazing.Then we’ve got 
Bierkeller (7) on Fridays, which 
we say is where good feelings go to 
die, but somehow we still end up 
there all the time!
